NOTE: We have found varying 
tolerances between the top of 
the doors and the rain gutters 
on the 1992 and newer full-size 
vans. Before placing van rack on 
vehicle, check the door clear- 
ance with the bottom clamp, by 
holding it to the underside of the 
rain gutter and slowly opening 
the door. If the door hits, you 
will have to move the clamp to 
where more clearance is avail- 
able. Some cases may require 
moving the clamps rearward of 
the driver and passenger side 
doors.

All Stands are labeled here with a 
WEATHER GUARD® logo, except 213 and 2136 
Center Stands. The 213 and 2136 Center Stand are 
labeled as such. 213 and 2136 Center Stands are 
5/8" shorter to compensate for the upward bow in 
the center of the gutter, and must be used in the 
center on 1992 and newer Ford Econoline and1996 
and newer Chevy GMT600/GMC Savana vans.

ASSEMBLY INSTRUCTIONS 

NOTE: Do not overtighten nuts and 
bolts in the bottom slot of the 
Cross-member. Tighten these fas- 
teners 10 to 15 ft. lbs.. 

1. Determine when mounted, which 
side of the rack you will carry your 
ladder. The Ladder Sway Braces will 
be installed on this side. 

2. Insert a bolt into one end of the 
front Crossmember (see Figure 4.). 
Partially insert a bolt into the Ladder 
Stop mounting hole, and slide the 
Ladder Sway Brace onto the 
Crossmember, followed by another 
bolt. Insert the Crossmember end into 
a Stand, flush with the outside of the 
Stand. Slide the Crossmember bolt 
into the Stand slot and fasten the 
Crossmember to the Stand (see Fig- 
ure 5. on page 4). This Stand/ 
Crossmember will be the front Stand/ 
Crossmember. Repeat the Ladder 
Sway Brace and Stand assembly on 
the remaining Crossmember(s).

3. Insert the other end of Crossmem- 
ber into another Stand, and set the 
rack into position on the van. To pro- 
vide maximum strength and proper 
clamping, on all vans except the '96 
and newer Chevy GMT600/GMC 
Savana, locate the Stands as close as 
possible to the roof. 

We suggest installing the front and 
rear racks 105" apart (see Figure 6.), 
measured at the Stand centers, plac- 
ing the center Stands between both 
ends, 52-1/2" from each. 

NOTE: The rack placement on the 
roof can vary somewhat, but the di- 
mensions shown in Figure 6. must be 
held.

NOTE: Some vans have guards over 
the sliding door track, spot welded in 
place (see Figure 7.). If the Stand 
Clamp will not fit between the spot 
welds, place a flat screwdriver at the 
restricting weld and strike with a ham- 
mer. This will give the guard flexibility 
to insert the clamp under the gutter. 

4. Once the rack is correctly posi- 
tioned on the van, mark the excess 
Crossmember that is sticking out of 
the outer face of each Stand (see Fig- 
ure 8.). Remove the rack. Remove the 
Stand from the Crossmember. Cut the 
excess Crossmember length at the 
mark, making sure you match the out- 
side angle of the Stand face, so it will 
be flush when installed. 

5. Insert a bolt into the end of each 
Crossmember. Slide a Stand back 
onto each Crossmember, then slide 
the previously installed bolt into the 
Stand slot, and fasten the Stands to 
the Crossmembers. With the rack on 
the ground, place your ladder(s) on the 
rack. Slide the Ladder Sway Brace 
over to the ladder(s), then fasten. Re- 
move the ladder(s). 

6. Center (if possible) the Air Foil, and 
fasten it to the underside of the front 
Crossmember (see Figure 9.). It may 
be necessary, due to ladder variations, 
to change the fastener installation or- 
der. If necessary, the Ladder Sway 
Brace can be installed behind the Air- 
foil, between the mounting flanges. 

7. Replace rack in position on the ve- 
hicle, making sure the Airfoil faces for- 
ward on the front Crossmember, and 
fasten the Stand Clamps to hold 
stands to the gutter (see Figure 10.). 
Tighten all nuts. Tighten the vertical 
bolt so the Clamp is drawn up firmly 
under the rain gutter. Tighten the hori- 
zontal bolt. Recheck all rack bolts to 
be sure they are tight.
